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Xl. Paraconſis, or noiſe in the eaves. 


This comes from a preternaturall motion of the air, which is 
naturally contained in the eares, the cauſes of this preternaturaſl 
motion are many, but chiefly a vapor or winde ſent from other 
parts into the eares,or bred theregeither coming from the whole 
body or from ſome particular pare, namely, the ſtomack, liver, 
ſpleen, midriff, womb, whence it comes to paſſe that in great 
vomitings in Hypecondriak melaxchilly, and fit of the mother, 
there is a noiſe inthe eares, in feavours it comes from the whole 
body ; and Hypocrates faith that a noiſe inthe eares comirg in an 
accute diſeaſe is deadly, for it cometh of wind ſent by the Arteries 
from the whole body into the ears, wind is bred in the eare by 
fl:-pm contained therein, wherce ic comes to pafle that thick hea- 
ring is alwayes accompanied with an noiſe in the head, for by the 
humor there isa ſtoppage, from whence cometh deafneffe, and 
from the wind that proceeds from that humor comes the noiſe, 
many other cauſes there may be laid downe, but there is no cer- 
tain knowledge of them, but this we may conjecture, that the 
noife-comes from wind, becauſe ſometimes it ceaſeth and cometh 
againe, and if the fault be inthe eares onely,there 15 a continuall 
noiſe without intermiſſion, | 

Thecure of the noiſe of the head coming from conſent with 
other parts, depends upon the cure of the diſeaſes of thoſe parts, 
bur that which comes principally from the eare diftempered by a 
cold diftemper and thick vapor, is cured inthe ſame manneras in 
the Chapter of thick and dull. hearing, for they are alike,and one 
is changed ſometimes into the other, and ſometimes they are 
jo;ned corether, for a noiſe inthe eares, 1s the fore-runner of 
thick hearing and deafneſle. 

Xi, Paine in the Eares. 


It is cauſed by matter, wounds, ulcers, or things fallen or put 
into the ears, which by diſſolving the continvity of thoſe ſenſible 
parts, which compaſſe the cavety of the ezre, cauſerh paine, a 
cold diftemper ſometimes cauſeth pain in the eares, and it comes 
from cold winds, baths, ard other cold eauſes.

come forth, uſe ſneezing with the mouth and noftritls ſhut, and 
ſo it will be forced our of the eares, theſe are to be continued till 
the party be free; for if the thing continue long in the eare,it will 
beinflimed and become more difficult & dangerous to be drawn 
forth.

The Cure conſiſts in the correRing of the diftemper by cool. 
ing med:cines, and by the evacuation of the chollerick humors 
which comes from the Liver, encreafing the diftemper, and that 
Eiftemoners it,and is the cauſe of other diſeaſes. 

Fiſt, Give a laxative glyſter, y Chicken Broth ib 1, Caſſia 
new Crawne 31. Oyle of Roſes and Violets, aa 32, Sugar 316, 
with cwo yelks of Egges make a glyfter, After the glyfter opena 
veie, for that doe much coole the Liver, and takes away fome 
of the cholierick humo:s, and opens obſtructions that comes 
f om choller, therefore you muſt open the Liver veine inthe 
right arme, and take ſuch a quantity of blood as is agreeable to 
the ſtrength of the Patient, either at orice or at diverſe times, 
After you muſt give medicines that doe gently purge choller and 
rep.at it often at diftarce.
